Whiiat, on l!if one bntid, ihe diacoo- 
liimance rf inUmt on depoaila would 
operate beneficially for the Banka, and 
nenrly e4mi*na*ti tlieir dieideuds for 
the abatement of two per Dept. iu their 
ratet uf duwourit, it would on the other 
hand work LeiieBcially for the public, by 
bringing into circulation the large nmuunti 
uf money which arc now locked up ia the 
Hank cnlTcra. Il il not the four per centt. 
that cauw thit evil, for these ar. loo 
trining a temptation, atul their naaalion 
would tctrtwly be felt by depositors ; but 
tbe grand incentive to miserly hoarding 
i> the allowance uf seven per cent, on three 
monthly depoaila. It la ralimated by 
competent judgea, that the aggrrgaM 
uount uow lying in the aeirenl Banki at 
seven percent., ii nol less tluma?l 30,000. 
Abolish llie iutereat. and thia money, or 
Dw larger part of it, would be inreeted i» 



Tliewiion aatigneJ fottheWrodoction 
of interest on einrenl accounta, by the

It ia worthy of remark, (hat thin reason 
W 'Jie "fv t$$ it: llie argunirnt 
iliich in nor U.t actict. wt ende 
vonred to Trfule i immfly— thai it wni 
desirable to keep v the dividend^ 
in order lo enmmatfe the influv; of Hritith 
capitnl. Tlie gentleman referred to had 
more ai^city than thoac who UM Ihe 0(i. 
[Kisite aigument. lie waa well nwaiv, 
Mint if llaoli enpitnl Howe.l in lun copiously, 
it would snmnp llie quiet pursuits of in- 
dusiry, and inondntc ilie cmniiry with the 
wildest iplrit nf apecuUiion. His end, 
however, would h ue been more rendily 
gained, and the proaperily of the colony 
would nt the ai rue time have brX'M cisen- 
tially prom.iteJ, if, intend of loailini tbe 
llinika with llie cumbrous machinery o! 
i itereit, he hm! limply reduced the rates 
of discount. 

The cyca of the community an? now 
watching the Hanks with intense aniictj. 
The time has arrived when they can uo 
longer maintain the high ground they 
bare hilhcrlo oecupird. Every couaidr- 
rutin n, wlifthev of jo nice to the colony or 
of safety to the titvlves. demands at then 
ha mil a prudent but iintneiiiate rel'iirm. 
They hare it in tlieir jioner to affoid. 
without prejudice to their own 
real interetti, aubiUintinl relief to 
a aniTciinj |>eii|ik. Tliey arc the 
arbiter! uf tuir Atiancinl fate. It is for 
them tn determine whether the pnblte 
euergiea shall continue lo be binteil down 
under tbe yoke of a galling mid iutolerotdr 
uaury ; or whether, like their brethren in 
Vim Dirmrn'e Land, they will do all that 
iu Ihem lira to n vive the spirits ol tun 
proatnltecuiniuiniLty, to reaniin.tte iU dur- 
inant hojies, and to restore to all claiics 
that activity anil entcrpriae hy nhich they 
were once so eminently distinguished, anil 
lo which, with ttue encunregetnenl, they 
would now he found ai eipial as ever.
